It may bo in accordance with tho 
morality of that paper, and the Christian- 
ity of "Wall Street, by whioh it seems to bo 
governed, but I confess that I cannot see 
either jta wisdom, orjustico.and asarncaa- 
tcto of financial policy it has been n most 
ruinous failure. 


If this discrimination, which has de- 


preciated its ovi u currency, made gold nu 
article of absolute necessity, both to gov- 
ernment and people, which has added to 
tho cost price of all articles, both foreign 
and domestic, from one to two hundred 
per cent., doubling thogovernmont indebt- 
edness, and filching untold auras from tho 
pevplo to enrich greedy speculators, and 
adding immensely to tho embarrassment of 
ttie war, is not ono of those blunders that 
is more than a crime, then U is impossible 
to jud,;e of cither by their conjctiueiwjfca l 


It was said of old, " Yo have rondo the 


law of God of none effect by your tradi- 
tion." Wo say that by this policy you 
have not only made the pay of the soldier 
almost no account and added immensely 
to the burdens of tho people, but you have 
positively put tho government itself in 
jeopardy. War cannot bo carried on with- 
out monny. If from any cause our gov- 
ernment fails to raiso money, or'if the 
price of those articles necessary to equip 
and sustain an army, become' eo exorbi- 
tant that our government cannot furni-jh 
them, the war cannot be carried- onj-the 
rebellion becomes a success. This -is ihe 
danger that now stares us in tho face. 
From this we have more to fear than from 


of th« Confederacy j and the 


reform this evil. Lot us make treasury 
notes payable for interest on government 
bonds, as well as a legal tender, in pay- 
ment of debta. Mako them receivable for 
all government dues, duties on imports in- 
cluded, aud you make them equal to gold, 
within our own domain, for they will por 
form all the functions of money, and gold 
can do no more. 


It is not only tho prerogative of aovoroiga- 


ty, but it is tho boundon duty of every 
government to furni&h its people with r 
"sound," stable and uniform currency,' 
and unless you make it purely metalic 
which in our caso is impassible, this is the 
only way it can be done. 


You are in favor of a popular loan, so 


are the people. 
Now lot Mr. Sccretar; 


Eepsonden make treasury notes, "sound 
stable and uniform," - by receiving then 
for all government dues, aud paying ou 
nothing ulso: Then, instead of going ti 
the bankers in Wall Street, to beg th 
loan of $50,000,000 or $100,000,000, le 
him issue $100,000,000 or Mich an ainoun 
a? will meet h'n present necessities, in thi 
"currency," and call upon the people, no 
the bankers, t > receive it and sustain tin 
government, and you will bo nstonisha 
at tho j »y and confidence it will create an 
the vigor it will impart to both govern 
raeni and people. That kind of currency 
will' drive out tho "Wild Cat" and "Rud 
Dog" moat effectually, and fill tho va- 
cancy to perfection. Let these things be 
done, and gold simply becomes a commer- 
cial commodity, and will fall to twenty- 
livo per cent, in Wall Street, in less than 
thirty days thereafter. 


Then let agencies be established in 


every city in tho nation, for the sale of 
government bonds, enabling the people to 
convert tho treasury notes into 0 pur 
cent, securities at pleasure, which they 
will do when no bettor investment presents 
itself, and you obvinto all danger of a too 
redundant currency, and effect a popular 
loan that is popular In every souso of the 
word, umplo for all tho needs of tho go\- 
I 
' crnment, sure, steady and unfailing. 


But, if, on tho contrary, the present 


policy is persisted in, if we double our li- 
abilitie", as wo will bo sure to do, the gold 
is not in the reach of the government, 
oven at ten thousand per cent, premium, 
to pay the interest, and it must bienk 
down in tho attempt. The consequences cf 
this, God himself can only forsee, but they 
mupt bo irretrivably ruinous both to 
government and people.
